MEETING ROOM AND AUDITORIUM REGULATIONS 


The meeting room in the Main Library as well as the auditorium may be used free 
of charge, when available during library hours, for an occasional meeting of 
any community organization deemed educational or cultural. Admission may not 
be charged at such meetings. 


The holding of a meeting does not mean that the library as an institution en- 
dorses the purposes and policies of an organization using meeting facilities. 
No reservations will be taken for meetings involved in partisan (single party) 
politics which would serve to jeopardize the library's position in the community 
as a non-political institution - religious lectures or services, or, programs 
considered to be of a commercial nature. No meetings will be accepted, if in 
-the judgement of the librarian, they will cause (or in the past a similar meet- 
ing has caused) a disturbance of the normal routine of the library. No meet- 
ings may be held for purely social functions of non-library organizations. Any 
performance of music, live or recorded, must be authorized before performance. 
Main Library rooms are not available to any organization for regular meetings 
on a weekly, monthly, or other recurrent basis. 


Application in person, by telephone or letter for use of a Main Library room 
(auditorium) must be made through the Main Library Office. An application 
blank is available through the Office. Organizations whose applications have 
been approved will be assigned a meeting place in the order in which requests 
are received. All meeting arsas must be vacated by the stated library closing 
time unless arrangements have been made for a security guard at a cost of 
$4.00 per hour, or partial hour. Under no circumstances will the room or aud- 
itorian he available for use after 10 P.M. 


In general, organizations must use library weeting facilities as they exist; 
therefore, no furniture or equipment may be removed from, brought into or 
shifted except by permission and arrangement with the building custodian, or 
librarian. Lost or damaged library equipment must be replaced; the person who 
makes application for use of the room (auditorium) is held responsible. The 
library is not responsible for equipment, supplies, or any other materials 
owned by an organization and used in the library. At the time of application, 
requests must be made for approval to use such items or equipment as:.posters, 
flags, projectors, electrical equipment, record players, etc. Kitchen facil- 
ities, if used, must be kept clean and restored to a normal condition follow- 
ing a meeting. The library does not supply film projectors of any type. 


Refreshments may not be brought into the building without approval; alcoholic 
beverages of any type may not be brought into or served in the building. 
Accidents must be reported to a Security Officer. Smoking is permitted, pro- 
viding ash trays are properly used. There are no free parking facilities pro- 
vided by the library.

Library Flicks Library 
Services Authority is to provide cooperative library service i.e. to purchase, 
maintain, distribute, regulate and administer films and such other library 
materials as members of the Authority determine and to hold, lease or rent such 
property and/or contract for such services as necessary for the transaction of 
its business as provided under the provisions of the Library Services Authority 
Act. Mrs. Knoblauch moved the adoption of the following resolution:

stay there during 1976 and 1977. 


Mr. Reynolds informed the Board of the progress of the razing of the Hamilton 
House by Wayne Pelz for $2,165.00. 


Mr. Reynolds next asked the Board's pleasure relative to hiring an engineer 
to direct the work of re-roofing the main library in the spring of 1976. The 
Board said to ask David Coil and Bob Stocks for advice and report back to the 
Board about a registered engineer or architect. 
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Approval of the bills from the Operating Fund in the amount of $82,925.74, 
Indiana & Michigan Electric Company bills in the amount of $9,474.66, Lincoln 
National Life Insurance Company bill in the amount of $1,402.24, Indiana Library 
Trustee Association bill in the amount of $6.50; and Library Building and Equip- 
ment Fund (1964) bill in the amount of $1,082.94 was the last item on the agenda.

provide cooperative library service i.e. to purchase, maintain, distribute, 
regulate and administer films and such other library materials as members 
of the Authority determine and to hold, lease or rent such property and/or 


~contract for such services as necessary for the transaction of its business 


as provided under the provisions of the Library Services Authority Act, 
Chapter 47, Acts of 1967, (Burns Indiana Statutes Annotated Section 41- 
1201-1214). 


The member libraries adopting this jointagreement agree to appoint 


\within 10 days after the legal establishment of the Authority, a director 


to the Board of Directors of the Authority which Board shall meet at 2203 
Godman Avenue, Muncie, Delaware County, Indiana upon the call of. the: con- 
vening chairman, Mary Frautschi, who shall set the date and time of the 
organizational meeting of the Board of Directors. 


The Library Services Authority herein created shall be a municipal 
corporation and any power or powers, privileges or authority exercised or 
capable of being exercised by a public agency of this state except that of 
levying taxes may be exercised and employed by such Library Services 
Authority established under this act.

Dear Librarian: 


In response to our letter of July 17, you indicated that you are interested 
in the development of a second public library film circuit. 


In a meeting held September 16, 1975 at the Indiana State Library, a small 
committee chosen from the representatives attending the August 14 meeting 
established these guidelines: 


Name of orgenization: Library Flicks Library Services Authority. 


Fee schedule: $1000 per member, per year, plus $2000 initiation fee to be 
paid at the rate of $1000 per year for the first two years. 


Equipment needs: Film inspection equipment, a film splicer, and personnel 
to inspect films sare essential. For successful operation 
of a film cireuit it will be necessary for each film to be 
inspected after every use. Prices of satisfactory equip=- 
ment range from $350 to $6000. The committee is investi- 
gating the possibility of advantage in quantity purchases, 


The consensus of the committee is that we should ask the Indians Film Service 
Authority to serve as our administrative unit. 


At the Aug. 14 meeting a general meeting of all interested libraries was sched- 
wled for Oct. 16. That meeting has been postponed until Thursdey, Oct. 30, at 
10:00 a.m. in Room 409 at the Indiana State Library. At that time the committee 
will be prepared to submit to the Attorney General for his approval, the joint 
agreement which is enclosed with this letter. Names of participating libraries 
must, of course, be added at that time. Those libraries prepared to commit 
themselves to the establishment of the film circuit are requested to complete 
the enclosed copies of the resolution edopting the joint agreement. Five 
copies of the resolution are to be completed, one to be retained by the sign- 
ing library board, the other four copies are to be returned at the meeting on 
October 30 or mailed to Mary Frautschi, Union County Library, 2 East Seminary 
Street, Liberty, Indiana 47353, to be received by October 27, for inclusion in 
membership at the time of organization. 


At the time the board accepts the joint agreerent and adopting resolution a rep- 
resentative to the Board of Directors of the circuit should be appointed. An 
organizational meeting following the approval of the joint agreement will be 
called in early December. ; 


Please note that following the adoption and signing of the resclution, the Secre- 
tary of the Board is to complete the certificate below the resolution. This 

must be done in order for the resolution to be valid and the adopting library 

to be certified as a member. 


If you have any questions concerning the joint agreement, the resolution, or the 
film circuit, I will be happy to share with you the little knowledge I have. My 
telephone number at Union County Public Library is 317=458—5355.

Our by-laws will be drawn up following the establishment of the circuit. The 

procedure for adding members will be determined at that time. An upper limit 
on membership has not been considered, either at the meeting on August 14 or 

. by the plann'ng committee on September 16. We heve not considered that a pro- 
blem, thovgh the rroup thet estatlishes the library Services Authority may de- 
termine that a limit should be imposed. 


The expenses incurred in another meeting to discuss what must necessarily still 
be nebulous quantities did not seem to the committee to be justifiable. We 
cannot send a proposal to the Indiana Library Film Service for.acceptance or 
refusal as ovr administrative unit until we exist as a legal entity. They can- 
not respond until we submit a proposal. The cost of administration will proba- 
bly be ascertained on a per centage basis, Film will cost atout the same amount 
no matter how many times we meet to talk atout it. The fees we have set will 
purchase approximately five films per member each of the first two vears, and 
administer a circuit. The cost/tenefit ratio for each of us will deprnd upon 
our present film resources, and use of film, our expectations for the future. 
Those with larre collections of their own may well consider this circuit of little 
assistance, Those with no collection of their own will te more likely to con- 
sider the rossitility of using €O films during the year to te an advantage over 
going it alone. As the collection frows, memters ought to te atle to foresee 4 
collection large enough to meet some of their needs, If a library which owns no 
film, sets out to develop a collection of its own, it can see for this amount of 
money the purchese of 5 films the first, a collection of 1C at the end of two 
years, and the purchase of 2 films per year after that, lt will take a long time 
to develop a collection that will match the potential of the circuit. 


I, for one, do not consider the fees as contritutions. I think of them as pay=

RESOLVED: That settlement of all pending litigation arising 
from the defective roof on the main library building for the 
sum of $35,000 is hereby authorized and that the sum of 
$1,829.51 remaining from the retainage from the contractor 

be allowed as a credit against the $35,000. Charles E. Slater, 
president, or Allan Tremper, vice-president, is authorized to 
execute a mutual release upon these terms and any other 
instruments necessary to consumate the settlement. 


Mr. Shambaugh moved the approval to adopt the resolution, seconded by Mr. Lauletta 
and passed unanimously. 


Presentation of refunding plan for the outstanding Library Bonds by Jack 
Bruggeman of Coughlin & Company Inc. was the last item on the agenda. Mr. 
Shambaugh moved the approval to authorize and direct Coughlin and Company to 
proceed immediately with the research and preliminary work required to develop 
a specific plan for advance refunding the Library's outstanding Library Bonds 
of 1964 and 1970 in the aggregate principal amount of $2,390,000. Upon completion 
of such a plan, it shall be submitted to the Board for their approval so that the 


refunding bonds can be issued. The motion was seconded by Mrs. Buirley and passed 
unanimously. 


When no further business appeared the Board adjourned.

At the annual meeting of the Indiana library Film Serviee, Nov. 12, 1975, 
the Board of Directors took some action which may affect the status of your 
library's application for membership in the Circuit. Effective immediately, 
any public library may be admitted to membership upon payment as an entry fee 
a sum sufficient to equal the value of the share of Film Service films the 
new member will receive each month. This fee has been set for 1976 at $6000 
and will be reviewed annually. The entry fee would be in addition to the 
annual fee assessed on the basis of the schedule listed below. 

This action in no way affects the method we have used in the past to admit 
new members whereby a library can be placed on a waiting list and will be taken 
into membership only when the collection is large enough to allow membership 
expansion. Then the entry fee would be a sum twice the annual fee payable over 
a two year period. 

The ruling, rather, is intended to be an alternate route to membership to 
those libraries able to immediately pay for their full share of Film Service 
films they will receive and who are unwilling to wait for Film Service 
membership under existing regulations. 

Our current fee schedule is listed below. If your library is interested 
in Film Service membership in 1976, let me know your intent and your tax 
supporting population and I will send you the necessary agreements to be signed 
and an invoice and claim for $6000 plus whatever your annual fee will be for 
1976. Our fees are payable before March of each year for servica beginning 
the following August and running through July of the next year.

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JOINT AGREEMENT ESTABLISHING 
INDIANA FILM CIRCUIT LIBRARY SERVICES AUTHORITY 
November , 1967 


The governing authorities of the following public libraries located 
in Indiana: Berne, Bluffton-Wells County, Crawfordsville, Culver, Decatur, 
Eckhart (Auburn), Elkhart, Emeline Fairbanks (Terre Haute), Goshen, 
Hammond, Jeffersonville Township, Kendallville, Kokomo, Lake County, 

La Porte, Logansport-Cass County, Mishawaka, Monroe County, Muncie, New 
Castle, Noble County, Plymouth, Scott County, Seymour, South Bend, 
Valparaiso and Vincennes do hereby establish the Indiana Film Circuit 
Library Services Authority located at 1700 West McGalliard Road, Muncie, 
Delaware County, Indiana. This Authority is to provide cooperative 
library service, i.e. to purchase, maintain, distribute, regulate and 
administer films and such other library materials as members of the 
Authority determine and to hold, lease or rent such property and or 
contract for such services as necessary for the transaction of its business 
as provided under the provisions of the Library Services Authority Act, 
Chapter 47, Acts of 1967, (Burns Indiana Statutes Annotated Section 
41-1201=121),). 


The member libraries adopting this joint agreement agree to appoint 
within 10 days after the legal establishment of the Authority, a director 
to the Board of Directors of the Authority which Board shall meet at 1700 
West McGalliard Road, Muncie, Delaware County, Indiana ypon call of the 
convening chairman Suzanne Kieffer who shall set the date and time of the 
organizational meeting of the Board of Directors. 


The Library Services Authority herein created shall be a municipal 
corporation and any power or powers, privileges or authority exercised or 
capable of being exercised by a public agency of this state except that 
of levying taxes may be exercised and employed by such Library Services 
Authority established under this act, 


In witness whereof the parties hereto, pursuant to a resolution duly 
adopted by their respective governing bodies on December 22, 1975 
have caused their proper officers to execute this joint agreement in five 
counterparts, one copy to be retained by the participating library and the 
remaining copies to be forwarded to the Administrator of the Indiana 
Library Film Circuit.
